yesterday were the only signs of an 
impending evil to the doomed man, 
who lay in his cell, hugging the last 
hope of life to his breast. The sun

Joseph W. Rover was born in New 
York City, on the 6th day of October, 


1830, and lived in New York State 
until the age of 19. His education 


was limited, although he attended a 
hich school at Sing Sing for two 
years. Rover claims that he was a 
classmate of the lamented Charles E. 
DeLong, while at Sing Sing, also that 
two sons of Gen. Yates, and Washing- 
ton Irving Jr. were students in the 
same class with himself. It seemed 
to afford: much pleasure to Rover in 


recalling these associates to credit 
them with superior qualities.

A CURIOUS STORY 
illustrative of pioneer days in regard 
tohis tour. When in the vicinity of 
Dade Creek the party of which Rover 
was a member dug a shaft upon a pros- 
pect to the depth of 30 feet. One of 
the band by name West, went away 
leaving his pick and shovel bearing his 
name in the shaft. Rover relates 
with singular interest the fact that 
while in jail’ at Winnemucca, he read 


in some paper an account of the 
discovery of this shaft and the 
tools as. above described, and 


how the parties in lowering the shaft 
afew feet took out $32,000 and un- 
covered a good mine. 

Returning to San Francisco, Rover 
says that he signified to a friend 
named Clarke his desire to. get mar- 
ried, who recommended him to Mary 
Troy. Rover sought out the lady, 
proposed to her on his first visit, and 
on the next night was married. Rover 
than bought-a’ranch without title at 
San Jose, and afterwards bought in 
Tuolumne county; and made money. 
After this Rover moved to Stockton, 
and made a good thingin the mer- 
chandising business until, to use his 
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own words, he ‘‘got on a big mad” 
and sold his property for one-third its 
value and started into hazardous min- 
ing enterprises. .This soon wound up 
Rover's financial prosperity, and in 
‘73 he spent most of the residue of his 
property in a visit to the ‘old folks at 
home.” Itwasthen that his attention 
was first called to the sulphur mines 
at Rabbit Hole in Humboldt county, 
and he took samples East for assay. 
Rover at this time was living at Lodi, 
California. Being of a more or less 
speculative spirit, he went with Mc- 
Worthy, to whom he had shown vari- 
ous specimens’of sulphur, to the Hum- 
boldt House in Humboldt county. 
Rover had evidently owned no partic- 
ular interest in any sulphur mine but 
led McWorthy to believe that he 
did. The Wright mine was _ not 
thought of sufficient worth for Mc- 
Worthy to buy an interest in when he 
had been informed that there were 
other deposits of sulphur which could 
be worked with profit. The’ Rabbit 
Hole sulphur mine was found, and 
McWorthy and Rover commenced to 
work it. Rover claims that he owns 
this mine and gave McWorthy a half 
interest in it as he (Rover) had an in- 
sufficient amount of money to develop 
it.

Shortly after tle mine was located, 
which location was made in the Spring 
of 1875, McWorthy went to San Fran- 
cisco to getanother party interested in 
the mine, and also buy tools and sup- 
McWorthy returned with I.

Worthy was attempting to impose 
upon him, viz., by cheating him in 
their trade in reference to the mine. 
Chas Osburn brought McWorthy, 
Sharp and the purchased articles to a 
certain spring four miles from the 
mining camp. This was on the 7th of 
April, 1875. That evening Sharp 
went into camp to have Rover bring 
the horse down to the spring the next 
morning for the things. Osburn and 
McWorthy remained at the spring. 
Osburn the next morning returned 
home, and Rover came down to the 
spring, as he i says, arriving 
there about 10 o'clock, and returning 
to the camp just before noon. Sharp 
was not there. He had been mur- 
dered, and the murderer and the 
other man sat down and ate dinner to- 
gether, worked that afternoon in the 
mine together and slept together that 
night. Rover's version of the affair is 
that on the eyening of the 8th he saw 
a man whom he took then and after- 
wards found to be McWorthy shoot 
another man whom he believed was 
Sharp, and that this shooting was 
done just outside the cabin, and when 
Rover was some fifty yards distant 
from the camp; that McWorthy fast- 
ened a rope to Sharp and dragged him 
off into the ravine in’ which 
mains were afterwards found,and that 
he returned in afew minutes dragging 
over the track made by Sharp's body 
a tree limb with which he made a fire 
and commenced getting supper. Both 
men remained in camp and at the 
mine for several days. Sharp not put- 
an appearance McWorthy

went to ascertain 
whether he had been there or not, or 
if they hadheardofhim. Mrs. Osburn 
gave itas her belief that Rover had 
killed Sharp. khmnpressed with the 
probable truth of this presumption, 
McWorthy swore out a complaint 
against Rover and he was’arrested at 
the,mine on the 18th, by Sheriff R. 
Nash, of Humboldt county. All but 
oné afm and a portion of one leg was 
found. Sheriff Nash says that every 
action of Rover led him to believe 
most firmly that he alone was the man. 
Rover's new boots just fitted into the 
footprints made where the remains 
were found. Rover's clothes were 
found stained with blood and a sleeve 
supposed to have been more bloody 
than other portions, had been torn off. 
An Indian by the name of Tom, had 
seen Rover burying portions of the 
body, and afterwards Rover asked 
Deputy Sheriff Hayes if an Indian's 
testimony could be received in the 
courts. Rover cutting off the soles 
of his beots, hiding these soles and 
destroying the remainder etc., gave 


| evidence that he was the man, and yet 


from certain formalities many 6f these 
facts could not be -~brought in. as 


evidence. Rover was his own worst 
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witness. Rover had an examination 
before Justice Job Davis of Mill Sta- 
tion, and was held to appear before 
the Grand Jury, which afterwards in- 
dicted him, and he was tried before 
Judge Bonnifield, District Judge, and 
found guilty of the crime charged. By 
an informality of the jury’s verdict he 
obtained a new trial. Again he was 
found guilty, but a new trial was again 
granted by the Supreme Court on the 
ground that the Judge had not given 
his charge to the jury in a proper 
form. By this time the case was well 
known in Humboldt, and it was next 
to impossible to find a jury not preju- 
diced against the accused. A change 
of venue was obtained and Rover was 
tried before the Second District Court, 
and because of some awkwardness in 
the presentation of his case the jury 
disagreed in their verdict. Again his 
trial came up last July and Rover was 
for the third time found guilty. Be- 
fore the day for fixing his sentence a 
stay was granted by the Supreme 
Court and his case presented for a 
new trial. That Court, however; af- 
firmed the decision of the District 
Court, and Judge Wright last month 


fsentenced him to be hanged to-day.
